— In the five months of 
active service that they have seen 
in the great war the American de- 
stroyers have steamed collectively a 
This 
is more by several times than the 


distance cruised in two whole years 
of peace. And what makes the fig- 
ures all the more impressive is that 
they have been reached without the 
loss through an accident of war of 
a single life or a serious mishap to 
any of the units. 

Roughly, the destroyers have spent 
five-eighths of their time at sea, and 
their average time in port has been 
three days after each turn of five 
or six outside. 

Clear weather and long days have 
favored them and aided the men in 
learning the technique of their busie 
ness of combating the submarines, 
convoying troop ships and merchant- 
men, patrolling the shipping routes 
and rescuing survivors of torpedoed 
ships. 

The Americans, therefore, can 
claim no small part of the credit 
for the gradual decrease in*shipping 
loss. First of all, the addition of their 
units to the Allied forces, patrolling 

they do an area as large as that 
9 roughly by the great V 
formed by New York, Detroit and 
Knoxville, was certain to make life 
less comfortable for the U-boats. 
Next the American applied all the 
tactics of the long-experienced Brit- 
ish, and in some instances improved’ 
on them. All the destroyers added 
to their equipment depth charges 
and other devices. Then the crews 
learned some more about the busi- 
ness of smoke-screening a merchant 
fleet while they beat off the attack- 
ing submarine with gunfire and 
depth charges. Their gunnery, too, 
has greatly improved. One crew saw 
a spar of a sunken ship the other 
day which they at first thought was 
a periscope, and shattered it at 2000 
yards.

IS EXPECTED IN BALTIC.

HE Germans are practically in

SENATOR GORE OF OKDAHOMA 
OPPOSES “BORROWING.” 


Country will Have to Pay.

NEW YORK, Oct. 17.—In an ad- 
dress here today before the conven- 
tion of the Southern. Commercial 
Congress, United States Senator 
Thomas P. Gore of Oklahoma made 
a plea in favor of taxation as against 
borrowing in financing the war. 

“Borrowing,” he said, “tends in- 
evitably to increasing prices, to ad- 
vance in the cost of living and a 
number of resulting economic and 
social evils."’ 

Taxation, he said, tends on the 
other hand to restrict increasing 
prices, and “it is in harmony with 
the legislation on and with the de- 
sire to curb the cost of living.” 

Quoting an estimate that if the

tor Gore pointed out that at 4 per 
cent.

IN SPITE OF DAMAGE. 


United States Vessel Victim of a Sub- 
marine—One Man Killed and 
a Number Injured. 


ASHINGTON BUREAU 
OF THE Hus. 
17.—The first list of 
Americans killed and wounded 
in combat with the enemy 
reached Washington tonight in 
an official report of an en- 
counter between a German sub- 
marine and an American de- 
stroyer in European waters. 
One American sailor was 
killed when the submarine tor- 
pedoed the destroyer and five 
sailors were wounded. The de- 
stroyer was not sunk. The cas- 
ualty list and the only addi- 
tional details made public by the 
Navy Department were con- 
tained in the following official 
statement by Secretary Daniels:

EASTERN ROADS 
SEEK RELIEF. 


Advance in Rates. 


Appeal Made to Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 


Want Postponement of Tariff 
Hearings Pending. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—Eastern 
railroads are preparing to place be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission a programme to provide gen- 
eral relief from their financial dim 
culties. Exeoutives of the roads so 
notified the commission today when 
they appeared in connection with 
proposed increased rates on a long 
list of commodities not included in 
the raise granted in the 15 per cent. 
rate advance case last June. 

What form the rallroads' pro- 
gramme will take was not disclosed, 
although it was broadly intimated 
that the commission would be asked 
to authorize a general rate advance. 

Notification of the roads’ intention 
was incidental to a conference among 
the commission, the roads, shippers, 
State railway commissioners and 
other interested parties. at which 
the questions of specific advances 
were taken up. 

Temporary relief, the commission 
was told, was desired in the form of 
increased rates on a long list of 
commodities, chief of which are 
live stock, dressed meats, petroleum, 
grain and grain products, sandstone, 
cement and copper. The proposed 
increases would apply to traffic east 
of the Mississippi and north of the 
Ohio rivers. 

WHAT RAILWAYS WANT. 


George Stuart Patterson, on be- 
half of the roads, outlined their sug- 
gestion to the commission. 

We come,” he said, with two 
‘specifiC suggestions. The first is 
whether it is not practicable and 
whether a blanket application should 
not be filed by the carriers asking 
for permission to file tariffs covering 
all those commodities such as brick, 
copper, stone, sand and many other 
articles. Cannot a blanket ap- 
plication be filed so as to obviate the 
necessity of filing separate applica- 
tions for increased rates with re- 
spect to each one of these commod- 
ities? 

“The second suggestion is this: 
Would it not be desirable and in ac- 
cord with the public interest to post- 
pone the hearings which have now 
been set with respect to the tariffs 
under suspension covering increased 
rates on grain, grain products, live 
stock, dressed meats and certain oth- 
er miscellaneous commodities? 

“It is the opinion of the gentle- 
men whom I represent that any re- 
lief which will be secured from per- 
mitting these Increased rates in re- 
spect to these commodities will be 
only a temporary relief and that it 
is only a question of a short time 
when the needs of the eastern car- 
riers will be brought to the attention 
of this commission in a much more 
general and more specific way than 
is contemplated in these particular 
tariffs."’ 

The commission, after hearing the 
railroad executives’ suggestion, ad- 
vised them that it would confer and

LONG BEACH, Oct. 17.— With the 
closing of the tuna canning season 
today, it is estimated that this city 
shipped over 100 carloads, valued at 
$1,250,000, of the product. The sea- 
son opened the first of June. About 
175,000 cases were put up by the 
combined packing-houses of Long 
Beach during the four months. 

It is estimated that 25 per cent. 
of the total output was shipped to 
the Allies overseas for war purposes. 
Direct orders by cable from France 
and England were filled by the local 
canneries. The balance of the prod- 
uct was consigned to various large 
jobbing centers throughout the 
United States and Canada. 

With the tuna season now prac- 
tically over, the local packers are 
turning their attention to the pre- 
serving of sardines, an industry that 
has grown to great proportions on 
Long Beach Harbor in the past three 
years.

Government Starts Night School 
Here to Prepare Men to Com- 
mand Vessels Which will Carry 

Commerce Under the American 

Flag— Three Months’ Course. 

Initial steps towards preparing 
themselves for officers’ berths in the 
new national merchant marine, now 
in the making, were taken by twen- 
ty-five seamen who call Los Angeles 
their home, last evening, when they 
were enrolled in the new United 
States night navigation school. 

The school, which is to be con- 
ducted in conjunction with the day 
school established in August at San 
Pedro, is to be in charge of Capt. 
Hugo C. Frerich, who recently re- 
ceived his appointment from the gov- 


ernment. Capt. Frerich has been 
head of a private school at San 
Pedro. 


Only men who have had at least 
two years’ experience in seamanship 
are eligible for enrollment in the 
class. It is expected the night school 
course will require three months to 
prepare a seaman to become a first, 
second or third mate on a merchant 
vessel. The final examination will be 
before the Unſted States steamboat 
inspectors at Twos Angeles. 

Seesions of the class will be held 
the first five nights of the week from 
7 to 9 o'clock. Capt. Frerich will 
co-operate with the San Pedro day 
school, which is in charge of Prof 
W. F. Mever.

The ialler was afraid. He thought 
that all the prisoners would escape, 
and that it would cest him his life. 
Under the old Roman law a jailer 
Mo- ners got away age to 
give up his life as the penalty, and 
he was scared. He drew a sword and 
he was about to kill when 
“Do thyself no harm, for 
We are all here.”

es, the gospel of Jesus 83 
J s saved men from sickness bv 
His miracies of healing. The prodi- 
gal son was saved by arising and 
going to his father. But the salva- 
ton of which my text speaks is sal- 
tion from sin. It saves him from 
consequences of his own breath- 
ing of the wrath of God. It saves 
him from hell, and it saves him 
from heaven. 

When a man breaks a law, a pun- 
ishment is invoked, and when men 
break the law they shrink from the 
penalty. They shrink from losing 
their freedom in jail, and they 
shrink from being seized and thrown 
into the electric chair. When. you 
break the laws of the government 
you must pay the penalty. You may 
have to pay a fine. The imposition 
of a fine upholds the dignity of the 
law. 

Men fear punishment and are held 
in restraint because of the penalty 
that is provided. 

We'd all have to pay the penalty 
for our sins if it weren’t for Jesus 
Christ. He paid the penalty for us 
all, and if we believe in Him, God 
will forgive us the penalties we owe. 
King Charles V was loaned a large 
sum of money by a rich-merchant 
of Antwerp, and when the debt fell 
due he couldn't meet the obligation. 
The merchant invited the King to a 
bancuet. He had a silver vessel with 
fire upon it prepared, and had it 
brought in the banqueting hall and 
brought near the, table. 
took the note, or bond, and placed 
it on the fire and burned it to ashes, 
and the King and all those who 
were present thanked him and said 
how lucky it was that the debt was 
owed to a man so kind and gener- 
ous. Believe in Jesus Christ and God 
will burn every record of the debts 
of punishment we owe Him. 

The law throws us into jail for 
breaking it. Jesus came to open 
prison doors, and He offers you and 
me salvation full and free on the 
one condition that wé accept Jesus 
Christ as our bondsman. Then I no 
longer fear the penalty. I deserve 
it. but through Jesus Christ and His 
sacrifices I am gaved. That is, I am 
kept out of hel). 

This man, the jailer, was convict- 
ed of sin.

To raise fourteen billion dollars by the 
sale of honds in recurring installments be 
fore July 1, 1918, is the stupendous task 
with which the Federal government is con- 
fronted. The problem is not one of cash, 
but of credit. IT IS THE GREATEST 
STRAIN EVER PLACED UPON THE 
CREDIT OF THE NATION; BUT IT IS 
APPLIED TO A PEOPLE WHOSE MATE- 
RIAL AND PATRIOTIC ASSETS HAVE 
NEVER BEEN EQUALED. ; 

The first installment of Liberty Bonds 
Was greatly oversubscribed and, far from 
weakening the financial credit of the Amer 
ican people, the bank deposits at the end 
of that campaign were greater than at the 
beginning. The campaign for the second 
installment is now under way. Hon. W. G. 
McAdoo, Secretary of the Treasury, is on 
the Pacific, Coast explaining to western in- 
vestors the signification and the meaning 
of the loan. in an address in the Shrine 
Auditorium Monday night Mr. McAdoo as- 
serted that “If one single loan offered to 
the American people should fai) it would 
be a more frightful disaster than the loss 
of a great battle.” 

For the purpose of selling these bonds 
the United States has been divided into 
districts and the allotment to each district 
is based upon a percentage of the individ- 
ual deposits in the banks of those districts.

for a salary Angeles can go into 
any one of seventeen banks in the as- 


sociation and secure a Liberty Bond with 
a par value of $100 by making a first pay- 
ment of $10. The bank guarantees to the 
Federal government the full payment for 
the bond, and the purchaser’ secures his 
bond when he has made ten monthly pay- 
ments of $10 each, including his initial de- 
posit. The bank charges him 4 per cent. 
on deferred payments and collects from the 
government and places to his credit the 4 
per cent. interest that the bond carries. 
The two interest accounts balance and he 
receives bis bond at the end of nine months, 
with no interest charge for deferred pay- 
ments. Under such terms practically every 
wage-earner in Los Angeles can afford to 
carry at least one of these Liberty Bonds. 

It is highly desirable that bond buyers 
shall utilize their saving power in this way 
to purchase the bonds. This hag been rec- 
ommended and indorsed by Secretary 
McAdoo and the financial experts of the 
Bast as the safest method to insure that the 
expense of the war is borne by the earn-

| the last Liberty Bond campaign in Los An- 


géles the bank deposits were the highest 
in the history of the clearinghouse associa- 
tion. Eminent banking experts have fig- 
ured that when the Liberty Bonds are all 
marketed the bank deposits of the country 
will be increased in an amount equal to 
the face value of the bonds sold. This in- 
crease is made possible, because the liquid 
credit of the country is expanded in that 
amount. 

If the normal prosperity of the Los An- 
geles district is not to be disturbed busi- 
ness must be conducted through normal 
processes; wealth must not be turned from 
its present employment, and the war must 
be financed out of normal operations.

BOLISH THE SALOONS BY ORDI. 
NANCE. | 

In the near future the taxpayers of Los 
Angeles must shoulder the burden of an- 
other unnecessary initiative election unless 
the Council, by an eleventh-hour stroke, has 
the courage to settle the saloon problem. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the Anti- 
Saloon League has filed its petitions, the 
Council can enact an ordinance abolishing 
the saloons, and it should do so. 

The holding of a special election to de 
cide this question is needless and it would 
be lamentable if the citizens were obliged 
to foot the bill. The attitude of the people 
upon the saloon evil is no longer in doubt 
Even the saloonist knows that public sem 
timent is against his business and he is 
resigned to his fate. 

It is the destre of every sensible Coun- 
¢climan to do that which a majority of the 
citizens favor. If there were any question 
as to the attitude of the people then there 


cil to refuse to tackle the problem, but 
there is not, and as a matter of economy 
the special election should be obviated. 

Of course this unusual situation would 
not be confronting the Council if the eit! 
zens of California were not cursed with 
that trio of foolish devices, the initiative, 
referendum and recall. There is absolutely 
no merit in any of them, but the most 
vicious of all is the initiative, an abortion 
due to the wiles of unscrupulous and de- 
signing politicians. 

Obviously the purpose of the initiative is 
to thrust upon the people something the 
majority do not want. This community, 

all others, has enough regular elections 

satisfy the normal citizen, and the situa- 
tion must be most acute indeed to warrant 
the calling of special elections. Since the 
initiative law has been in effect there has 
not been a single special election that could 
not have been just as well delayed until 
a date set by the election statutes. 

To call an initiative election requires sig- 
natures totalling 15 cent. of the ballots 
cast at the last general election. As a re- 
sult any clique can compel the Council to 
set a date for an election, the average cost 
of which in Los Angeles is $49,000, by 
merely securing the signatures of 15,900 
bona-fide electors. 

Everyone knows now easy it Is to get 
sienatures. A professional circulator could 
secure signatures in Los Angeles or any 
other community upon a petition for hang- 
ing any known politician. People do not 
as a rule read the petitions. Some of them 
feel complimented when approached by a 
circulator. The illiterate floaters on the 
streets are happy over the fact that some- 
one gives them credit for having learned 
to write. They don't have to know the 
merits of the petition and don't care to 
know. What a farce it all fs! . | 

Now that a special election must be called 


if the Anti-Saloon League petitions are 
eventually certified to the Council by the 
City Clerk as bearing a sufficient number 
of signatures, the Council! has but one alter- 
native. It can enact an ordinance and pre- 
vent the needless election. Will it do so? 

The City Clerk estimates the cost of the 
election at about $40,000. Ir addition to 
this expense the people must dig up more 
than $125,000, representing the taxes that 
would be paid by the saloonists between 
April 1 and June 30, the end of the fiscal 
year. 

Councilmen, your duty is plain! Do ft. 
Abolish the saloons and once more place 
the stamp of disapproval upon the vicious 
initiative law.

And when the meatless days of Gen. Gage 
were over his exploits at dinner were de- 
scribed by Robert Burns as follows:

But at New York, wi’ knife an’ fork, 

BSir-loin he hacke’ sma’ man.” 

At Valley Forge for days at a time there 
would be no meat for either officers or 
men.

ABOLISH JURY TRIALS. | 
BY TOM FITCH. 

I dare say I may be called by 
many of the readers of this article 
a dreamer and an iconoclast and 
maybe a damphool, but I declare 
nevertheless that I am in favor of 
abolition of trial by jury, or rather 
of having a jury composed of judges 
instead of men who don’t know the 
plaintiff from the defendant or a syl- 
logism from a hole in the ground. 

Our present jury system is, in my 
opinion, as much a relic of barbar- 
ism as slavery or polygamy. It is 
no more fitted to the wants and en-

Sup a suit is brought to re 
cover a piece of land from a jumper 


a jury trial. Every good citizen 
who is busy shirks duty as a jury- 
man, while some men who are se- 
cretly in the interest of the plaintiff. 
or the defendant place themselves 
in the way of being called as jury- 
men. The intelligent citizen who 
reads the newspapers forms an opin- 
ion and is excused. From the resi- 
due—which is apt to contain a per- 
centage of fools and Frnaves—you 
get twelve clerks, mechanics, mer- 
chants, farmers and idlers, none of 
whom have any in untan- 
gling complicated propositions, 


weighing evidence, remembering 


principles of law and logic and ac- 
cording to each fact its just and 
relative importance. 

After these twelve men have lis- 
tened to a muddle of testimony, ob- 
jections, law papers and speeches, 
concluding with bewildering instruc- 
tions which half of them fail to re- 
member and the other half fail to 
understand, they retire to the jury- 
room and guess out a verdict. The 
losing party applies for a new trial 
and, if he fails to get it, appeals and, 
after wearisome delay, the Appel- 
late Court decides that “someone 
has blundered” and, without at- 
tempting to correct the error by a 
proper judgment, sends the case 
back for another trial, another batch 
of blunders and another appeal. 

Why not place the Supreme Court 
in the jury box at the start? Pro- 
vide for a preliminary court of three 
judges in each judicial district. Re 
quire every plaintiff to present his 
case iuformajly to this court. Re- 
quire him to state on oath the facts 
he expects to prove and give the 
names of his witnesses. Any wilful 
misstatement of a materials fact to 
constitute perjury. If the evidence 
stated would, if uncontradicted, en- 
able him to recover, let an order be 
issued by the preliminary court giv- 
ing him leave to sue. A good many 
proposed suits would not survive 
this ordeal. Under the present sys- 
tem, after a jury has been impan- 
eled and days consumed, the plain- 
tiff may, after all, be nonsuited. Un- 
der the plan suggested, the proposed 
case might righteous!y be compelled 
to “die a bornin’,” and blackmatling 
litigation would be discouraged. 

This principle of preliminary in- 
vestigation is in use in criminal 
cases. A man accused of an offense 
is examined before a magistrate 
and, if the evidence would not, if 
uncontradicted, warrant his convic- 
tion, he is discharged without being 


cost and annoyance of a jury trial. 

If leave to sue is granted by the 
preliminary court the case could be 
brought under the same rules of pro- 
cedure as now. A sufficient num- 
ber of judicial districts should be 
created to handle the business with, 
say, nine judges for each district. 
These courts should be the only 
courts. Upon questions of law aris 
ing in the trial the judges should 
pass by a majority vote and, in mak- 
ing the final decisicn from which 
there would be no appeal, seven 
judges might be required to concur. 

What honest litigant would not 
prefer to have his rights determined 
by nine men who were trained to sift 
truth from error, who were honest 
and just and without other duties 
to distract them, rather than by 
t¥elve men such as ordinarily find 
their way into the jury box? The 
judgment of seven out of nine of 
such judges would be as nearly right 
as human conclusions can well be, 
and people affected by it would be 
better satisfied, even when they 
should lose, than the guess of a 
stupid and sleepy jury. 

Under such a system no time 
would be lost in procuring juries 
and very little time in objections to 
testimony. Arguments would be ab- 
breviated and instructions eliminat- 
ed. Court expenses would be les- 
sened and the cost of litigants re- 
duced. 

I know that in order to establish 
such a system the State Constitu- 
tion would have to be amended. 
Well, let it be amended. If the 
voters of California could abolish 
representative government and sub- 
pritute for it the making of laws by
